For Voters, It's Still the Economy 



The long recession has left millions of Americans struggling to find employment. 


Polls show that jobs, 
not health care, will 
be top election issue 

Washington 

Losers in a brutal struggle with 
President Obama, Republicans now 
hope voter anger over newly enact- 
ed health care legislation will pro- 
pel them to victory in the November 
election when control of Congress 
will be at stake. 

Forget about it. 

No matter the impact of health 
care, the economy still matters 
most — unemployment in partic- 
ular — in a country struggling to 
emerge from the deepest recession 
in decades. 

In poll after poll, it isn’t even 
close. 

A CBS/New York Times poll 
taken last month, when the health 
care debate was in a lull, showed 
52 percent of those surveyed iden- 
tified the economy as their top pri- 
ority. Health care was a distant sec- 
ond at 13 percent. 

The gap closed somewhat this 
month as Obama and the Dem- 


ocratic- controlled Congress put 
more of a focus on the legisla- 
tion, but not by enough to upend 
the public’s order of priorities. A 
CNN/Opinion research survey in 
mid-March showed the economy 
was the top issue, at 43 percent of 
those polled, with health care at 
23 percent. 


“There is still one number that 
matters most on Election Day, and 
that is the unemployment number,” 
said David Winston, a Republican 
pollster. “If unemployment is where 
it is now [9.7 percent nationally], 
people are going to be very unhap- 
py and looking for a change.” 

For all the recent focus on 


health care, this is hardly news to 
Obama, his aides or other Demo- 
crats who anxiously scan econom- 
ic statistics for signs of job growth 
that have yet to materialize. 

“Starting, hopefully, in early 
April, you’re going to see job 
growth, not job negative,” said Sen. 
Bob Menendez of New Jersey, the 
head of the Democratic senatori- 
al campaign effort. 

Underscoring their eagerness 
to switch issues, a few House 
Democrats held a news confer- 
ence before Congress began its 
vacation at week’s end to say they 
were looking forward to working 
on economic concerns when they 
returned. 

It’s also likely that both par- 
ties will try to connect the econo- 
my and health care in the minds 
of the voters heading into the fall 
campaign. 

“Americans are asking, ‘Where 
are the jobs?’ but Democrats remain 
focused on this job -killing gov- 
ernment takeover of health care,” 
House Republican leader John 
Boehner of Ohio said as Obama’s 
allies were pushing their legislation 
through Congress, david espo (ap)

Ford to Part With Volvo 


Chinese automaker 
to buy luxury brand 
in deal worth $1.8B 

Business 

Zhejiang Geely Holding Group 
signed a binding deal Sunday to 
buy Ford Motor Co.’s Volvo Cars 
unit for $1.8 billion, representing 
a coup for the independent Chi- 
nese automaker, which is aiming 
to expand in Europe. 

The purchase gives Geely a 
European luxury car brand with 
a reputation for safety and high 
quality at a time when China, which 
last year surpassed the U.S. as the 
world’s largest car market, is eager 
to improve its competitiveness 
by acquiring foreign automotive 
brands that might help it improve 
its technology and expand into 
overseas markets.

The price, which includes a 
$200 million note with the remain- 
der to be paid out in cash, is far less 
than the $6.45 billion Ford paid for 
the Swedish automaker in 1999. 
The U.S. automaker has been try- 
ing to sell Volvo since late 2008 


to focus its resources on manag- 
ing its core Ford, Lincoln and Mer- 
cury brands. 

“We think it’s a fair price for 
a good business, and, yes, we’re 
happy with the deal we’ve achieved 
with Geely,” said Ford Chief Finan- 
cial Officer Lewis Booth on Sun- 
day at a news conference at Volvo 
Cars headquarters in Goteborg, on 
Sweden’s west coast. Booth added 
that his company believes that, 
under Geely, “Volvo can continue 
to build its business and return to 
profitability.” 

The agreement was signed by 
Booth and Geely’s chairman, Li 
Shufu, who described the deal as 
“a milestone.” 

Geely said it aims to keep Vol- 
vo’s existing manufacturing facil- 
ities in Sweden and Belgium, but 
that it also will explore manufac- 
turing opportunities in China.

Bombs target house 
tied to Sunni leader 
who won election 

Baghdad 

Several bombs exploded Sunday 
near a house linked to a prom- 
inent Sunni figure who ran in 
this month’s parliamentary elec- 
tions in Iraq, killing five people 
and wounding 26 others, a police 
official said. 

The attack adds to fears of post- 
election violence as the bitter rivals 
enter what are expected to be drawn- 
out talks on forming the next gov- 
ernment that will rule Iraq as U.S. 
troops leave by the end of 2011. 

Sunday’s blasts took place in the 
town of Qaim, about 200 miles west 
of Baghdad and on the border with 
Syria, the police official said. 

The first bomb, planted at a 
house under construction, went off 
at 7 a.m. in a busy area of Qaim. 
As onlookers gathered, four more 
bombs hidden in trash littered 
around the site detonated, caus- 
ing the casualties. 


The official said the house 
belongs to a brother of Sheik Mur- 
dhi Muhammad al-Mahalawi, a 
Sunni candidate who ran on the 
Iraqiya list led by former prime 
minister Ayad Allawi, the top vote- 
getter in the March 7 balloting. 

Neither al-Mahalawi’s broth- 
er nor any construction workers 


were at the site when the bombs 
went off, said the official, who 
spoke on condition of anonymi- 
ty because he is not authorized to 
talk to the media. 

Despite Allawi’s narrow election 
victory, his road to regaining the pre- 
miership is not certain. Prime Min- 
ister Nouri al-Maliki denounced the 


Al-Maliki’s Gamble 

The challenge by

Thai Protesters Take Fight to TV 


Opposition, PM try 
to defuse crisis with 
national broadcasts 

Bangkok 

Thailand’s prime minister met his 
political opponents on live televi- 
sion Sunday to try to defuse a cri- 
sis that has produced huge dem- 
onstrations and sent him fleeing 
to live at an army base, but the pro- 
test leaders said new elections are 
the only answer. 

Viewers across the nation 
watched three men in red and three 
in blue — the “Red Shirt” protest-

On an Afghanistan trip shroud- 
ed in secrecy. President Obama 
demanded accountability from the 
country’s leaders, greater vigilance 
against corruption and better gov- 
erning as he widens America’s com- 
mitment to the eight-year-old war 
he inherited and then dramatical- 
ly escalated. 

Obama said the U.S. would not 
quit in Afghanistan, but he made 
clear that he’s looking for an end 
to direct involvement in the fight 
against Taliban and al-Qaeda 
extremists. He drove that point 
home in meetings with Afghan 
President Hamid Karzai and his 
Cabinet in the capital, and in a 
speech before a cheering crowd of 
about 2,500 troops and civilians at 
Bagram Air Field north of Kabul. 

“The United States is a part- 
ner, but our intent is to make sure 
that the Afghans have the capac- 
ity to provide for their own secu- 
rity; that is core to our mission,” 
Obama told the troops at Bagram, 


where he was greeted with thun- 
derous applause. 

“The Afghans have suffered for 
decades,” he said, “but we are here 
to help the Afghans forge a hard- 
won peace.” 

Obama’s speech to the troops, 
delivered in a cavernous tent known 
as the “clam shell,” was the final 
event on his brief, only hours- 


long trip that occurred entire- 
ly at night. 

The trip was an extraordinary 
capstone to a momentous week in 
Obama’s presidency. He achieved 
the most ambitious domestic policy 
initiative in decades with a historic 
health care overhaul and scored his 
first major foreign policy achieve- 
ment with a significant new arms 


control treaty with Russia. 

Obama’s aides did not try to 
hide U.S. impatience about Afghan- 
istan’s halting efforts to battle cor- 
ruption in government. 

“The president [Karzai] needs 
to be seized with how important 
that is,” said Jim Jones, Obama’s 
national security adviser. 

Obama told Karzai and his 
cabinet that he was pleased 
with progress made since his 
last discussion with Karzai on 
March 15. But he stressed that 
Afghans need to see conditions on 
the ground get better. 

“Progress will continue to be 
made ... but we also want to con- 


tinue to make progress on the civil- 
ian front,” Obama said, referring 
to anti-corruption efforts, good 
governance and adherence to the 
rule of law. “All of these things 
end up resulting in an Afghani- 
stan that is more prosperous and 
more secure.” 

The Afghan government has 
tried to tackle corruption in the 
past, with little success, but Karzai 
pledged after fraud-marred August 
elections to rein in graft by mak- 
ing officials declare their assets 
and giving the country’s anti- cor- 
ruption watchdog more power to 
go after those accused of misusing 
their office.

An Escalating Death Toll 


The number of U.S. troops killed in Afghanistan has roughly doubled in the first three months 
of 2010 compared to the same period last year, as Washington has added tens of thousands 
of additional soldiers. Those deaths have been accompanied by a dramatic spike in the num- 
ber of wounded, with injuries more than tripling in the first two months of the year. U.S. of- 
ficials have warned that casualties are likely to rise even further as the Pentagon completes 
its deployment of 30,000 additional troops and sets its sights on the Taliban’s home base of 
Kandahar province, where a major operation is expected in the coming months, (ap)

Fairfax Mulls Connector Cuts 


Riders band together 
to help save seven lines 
on the chopping block 


Reston,Va. 

One February night, a woman 
boarded Deloris Bailey’s 553 Fair- 
fax Connector and said, “They’re 
going to cut our bus!” 

Bailey and some fellow passen- 
gers were shocked: Bus service had 
already been reduced last year by 
almost 40 percent. 

To get to work in the District, 
Reston commuters have the option 
of riding the bus to the West Falls 
Church Metro station; joining the 
tens of thousands of drivers on the 
road; or jockeying for a spot at one 
of four Park and Ride lots, three of 
which are filled to capacity, and then 
taking a bus to a Metro station. 

For Bailey, 48, who lives in Res- 
ton, the bus is the best option. She 
learned last month, however, that 
Fairfax County was not only plan- 
ning to cut her bus line but also six 
other routes in June. 

In February, Fairfax County 
presented proposals for fiscal 2011 
that would eliminate seven bus

A New Start for Foreclosure Aid 



President revamps 
the $75B program 
to help homeowners 

Personal Finance 

The Obama administration on Fri- 
day announced a major reworking 
of its troubled $75 billion plan to 
prevent foreclosures. The revamped 
program is now designed to aid job- 
less homeowners and people who 
owe more on their mortgages than 
their homes are worth. 

Here’s a look at the details. 

How many homeowners 
will the program help? 

The effort is designed to enable the 
government to reach its original 
goal of helping 3 million to 4 mil- 
lion homeowners avoid foreclosure 
by the end of 2012. That bench- 
mark has so far proved impossible 
to approach. Only 170,000 home- 
owners have completed loan mod- 
ifications, out of 1.1 million who 
began the government’s Home 
Affordable Modification Program 
since it started last year. 


How many borrowers are 
still in trouble? 

About 6 million homeowners have 
missed at least two months of 
payments, and experts warn that 
10 million to 12 million borrowers 
are in danger of falling into fore- 
closure over the next three years. 
A growing risk is owners who are 
“under water”; they owe more on 
their loans than their homes are 
worth. 


How does the new foreclo- 
sure plan work? 

Borrowers will get help in three 
ways: Jobless homeowners can get 
a three-to-six-month break on their 
mortgage payments. Banks will 
get financial incentives to reduce 
mortgage balances for underwa- 
ter borrowers. And lenders can 
offer refinanced loans backed by 
the Federal Housing Administra- 
tion to these borrowers. 


When will all these pro- 
grams be available? 

Government officials didn’t specify 
but said they should become avail- 
able in the coming months. 

I owe more on my mortgage 
than my house is worth. 
Will this help me? 

Maybe. The program depends on 
the willingness of mortgage com- 
panies to participate. Their track 
record has been shaky at best. 

How does the aid for under- 
i water owners work? 

« Mortgage companies that already 
^ take part in the government’s fore- 
closure prevention program will 
have to consider reducing the mort- 
gage amount for borrowers who owe 
at least 15 percent more than their 
home’s current value. Those reduc- 
tions will come over three years. 

Who qualifies? 

You must have a mortgage of less 
than $729,750, and you have to be 
spending at least 31 percent of your 
pretax income on your mortgage 
payment, alan zibel (ap) 



Uncle Sam wants you — to save more. 
An option added to tax forms this year 
allows you to designate part or all 
of your federal income tax refund to 
purchase paper U.S. savings bonds 
known as l-bonds. 

What exactly are l-bonds? 

They are inflation-linked government 
savings bonds sold by the U.S. Trea- 
sury. They pay a fixed rate of interest 
and an adjustable component, which 
resets twice a year to reflect the Con- 
sumer Price Index, l-bonds earn inter- 
est for 30 years and are meant to be 
held for the long term. 

What is the current yield? 

The total return if you buy now is 
3.36 percent. The fixed-rate compo- 
nent is 0.3 percent above inflation. 

Why are l-bonds worthwhile? 

Many investors love them because 
they earn interest and serve as a 
hedge against inflation. They also are 
government-guaranteed and tax-de- 
ferred until the bonds mature or you 
cash them out. (ap)
